"fomd if tet'/el tcarrety any tenter in itt 
bed," (A letter iu Kvm's, Journal, n 
130). Dur ng the night the 
ivtlrr rose iiiteen f, el, and il 
becniin a " beauliful river." 
LaiJley *s Ponds and Cowandtlla Lake 
ivere, Imwever, only a pjsliry creek con- 
necting the river, and quite dry. " The 
Darling al eighteen miles above the junc- 
tion, 11 he lays again in a letter tu hi* 
Uiivertiineul (Eyre, u. 472) had etarttly 
any water in itt bed. and us perceptible
